John  Holland  presented  the  following  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award: 

Our  Citizen  of  the  Year  for  Municipal  Service  was  born  here  in 
Berkley.  His  family  first  moved  here  to  Berkley  in  1889.  He  first 
appeared  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  of  1962  where  he  was  listed  as  a 
student  at  D-R  High  School.  He  graduated  as  an  A student  and  won 
the  award  as  the  Outstanding  Student  at  D-R.  Since  good  traits  always 
run  through  generations,  one  of  his  three  sons  just  graduated  from 
B-P  and  won  that  very  same  award.  When  he  left  school,  he  went  to 
work  as  a marine  mechanic  at  O’Connell  Boatyards.  He  later  worked 
for  his  brother  at  Ad-a-Day  as  a machinist’s  mechanic.  During  this 
time  he  got  involved  in  the  public  sector  in  Berkley.  He  served  on  the 
Finance  Committee  for  three  years.  He  made  two  unsuccessful 
attempts  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  one  for  the  B-P  School 
Committee,  but  he  was  twice  elected  to  the  Board  of  Assessors.  He  has 
built  several  houses  in  Berkley  and  is  known  as  an  avid  sportsman.  He 
volunteers  his  time  on  the  Fire  Department.  He  most  recently  served 
the  Town  on  the  School  Building  Committee.  The  Government  Services 
Administration  was  so  impressed  with  how  he  has  resurrected  surplus 
equipment  that  they  included  photos  of  some  of  that  equi  nent  in  their 
annual  report  to  Congress.

Of  course,  since  1979  he  has  successfully  been  elected  as  Highway 
Surveyor  and  Tree  Warden.  He  came  to  us  a few  months  ago  and  asked  if 
he  could  return  the  Common  to  the  beautiful  spot  that  it  was  many  years 
ago.  With  a small  amount  of  money  from  the  Giles  Leach  Fund,  which 
was  established  for  the  purposes  of  keeping  up  the  Common  and  the 
cemetery,  we  can  all  see  and  be  proud  of  the  fine  job  that  he  has  done.  He 
lives  on  Porter  Street  with  his  wife  Janice  and  their  three  sons  and  it  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  award  the  Citizen  of  the  Year  for  Municipal  Service 
for  1988  to  Raymond  D.  Rose. 
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George  Moitoza  presented  the  following  Citizen  of  the  Year  award:

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NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Year  Ended  June  30,  1988 

Note  1.  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accompanying  combined  financial  statements  present  the  financial 
position  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  at  June  30,  1988,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  for  the  year  then  ended. 

The  Town  maintains  its  accounting  records  in  accordance  with 
practices  prescribed  by  the  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System 
(Uniform  System)  promulgated  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Revenue.  The  accounting  requirements  of  this  system 
differ  in  some  respects  from  accounting  practices  prescribed  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.  Certain  adjustments  and  reclassifications 
have  been  made  to  present  the  accompanying  financial  statements  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  except  for  two 
principal  differences.  These  differences  relate  to  the  accounting  for  fixed 
assets  and  pension  costs  as  described  hereinafter.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  significant  accounting  policies  reflected  in  the  accompanying 
financial  statements. 

Note  2.  General  Fund  Balance

Note  3.  Pension  Plans 

Teachers  and  certain  administrative  employees  of  the  Town’s 
school  department  participate  in  a contributory  retirement  system 
administered  by  the  Massachusetts  Teachers’  Retirement  Board.  The 
Town  does  not  contribute  to  this  plan. 

Substantially,  all  other  Town  employees  are  members  of  the  Bristol 
County  Retirement  System.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  retirement 
plan,  employees  contribute  certain  percentages  of  their  pay  and  are 
eligible  for  retirement  benefits  after  meeting  the  required  age  and 
service  criteria.  In  addition,  the  Town  contributes  to  the  system  an 
annual  amount  as  directed  by  State  Division  of  Public  Employee

Retirement  Administration,  primarily  on  the  basis  of  projected  annual 
benefit  payments  (pay-as-you-go).  This  “pay-as-you-go”  method  does 
not  provide  for  funding  of  accrued  pension  liabilities.  The  Town  con- 
tribution to  the  plan  totaled  $32,819  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1988. 

Under  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  the  annual  minimum 
provision  for  pension  cost  should  include  normal  cost,  interest  on  un- 
funded past  service  cost  liability  and  amortization  of  unfunded  vested 
benefits  for  participants  in  the  pension  plan.  The  amount  of  unfunded 
pension  liability  of  the  Bristol  County  Retirement  System  is  determined 
periodically.  The  last  actuarial  valuation  was  prepared  as  of  January  1, 
1987  and  showed  the  Town’s  present  value  of  unfunded  liability  at  that 
date  of  $340,000.  To  meet  this  liability,  the  Town  appropriated  and 
established  a trust  fund.  The  current  year  contribution  was  $8,500. 
Contributions  and  interest  income  since  its  inception  has  resulted  in  a 
trust  fund  balance  of  $29,008  as  of  June  30,  1988.

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General  Obligation  Bonds:  On  June  15,  1988  the  Town  of  Berkley 
issued  $5,000,000  in  general  obligation  school  bonds  at  a rate  of  7.00%. 
These  bonds  require  interest  payments  semiannually  on  June  15  and 
December  15  and  mature  in  the  following  manner. 


In  addition  to  these  bonds,  the  Town  issued  bonds  on  July  15,  1989 
in  the  amount  of  $2,300,000.  Repayment  terms  and  rates  on  these 
bonds  are  the  same  as  those  outlined  above. 

Amounts  required  to  pay  for  the  bonds  issued  have  been  exempted 
from  the  provision  of  proposition  two  and  one-half,  so  called,  by  vote 
of  the  Town  on  May  9,  1987.  Furthermore,  on  August  25,  1987,  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Education  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  voted  to  grant  the  Town  funds 
for  approximately  75%  of  the  estimated  bond  issue  and  related 
interest  expense.

I responded  to  189  requests  for  service  as  Animal  Control  Officer  in 
the  year  1989.  The  categories  were  dog  complaints  and  investigations; 
stray  or  lost  horses;  stray  or  lost  cows;  lost  or  dead  cats;  miscellaneous 
domestic  animals;  wild  animals  and  birds. 

Berkley  residents  are  urged  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
contents  of  the  Animal  Control  By-Law  adopted  by  the  Town  in 
November  of  1987.  The  By-Law  became  effective  March  10,  1988. 
Since  the  adoption  of  the  By-Law,  requests  for  services  in  1989  have 
been  reduced  by  more  than  fifty  per  cent.  This  By-Law  is  for  the 
protection  of  both  animals  and  residents  and  I thank  those  who 
adhere  to  the  law. 

In  1989,  an  Animal  Shelter  Fund  was  created.  One  four-stall  kennel 
was  purchased  at  a cost  of  $897.90  and  the  $758.00  donated  paid  for 
most  of  it.  I would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  donated  for  their 
generosity.  Without  your  help,  this  would  not  be  possible  and  with  the 
projected  budget  cuts,  these  donations  are  even  more  important  in 
completing  the  kennel.  More  funds  are  needed  for  a cement  pad  and 
running  water,  as  well  as  more  dog  houses  and  fencing.  Please  look 
for  donation  cans  located  at  various  businesses  in  Town  as  well  as  at 
the  Police  Station. 

As  always,  my  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  residents  of 
Berkley  for  your  cooperation  in  aiding  me  to  perform  my  job.  I offer 
special  thanks  to  Joe  Bullock  of  Berkley,  and  Barry  Emond,  Animal 
Control  Officer  for  the  City  of  Taunton,  who  have  assisted  me  on 
numerous  occasions  with  their  expertise  and  equipment.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


In  1989,  the  Planning  Board  continued  working  on  proposed  by- 
laws for  the  protection  of  the  town’s  aquifer,  open  space  protection 
and  some  minor  revisions  in  the  present  by-laws.  This  was  done  with 
the  assistance  from  the  recommendations  made  by  IEP,  Inc. 

The  growth  of  the  Town  continues.  The  Board  signed  79  Form  A 
lots,  looked  at  6 preliminary  plans  and  has  reviewed  several  definitive 
plans  for  subdivision.  With  the  present  growth  rate  we  have  become 
more  concerned  with  the  protection  of  the  aquifer  and  the  preservation  of 
the  rural  community  of  Berkley. 

The  Board  has  enjoyed  the  participation  of  the  general  public  in 
many  of  its  meetings  this  year.  Several  concerned  citizens  are  now 
joining  together  to  become  more  actively  involved  in  the  future  of 
Berkley.  As  a Board  we  have  encouraged  these  citizens  to  become 
more  aware  of  Berkley’s  strengths  and  weaknesses. 

We  anticipate  the  continued  growth  will  be  difficult  for  the  town  to 
handle.  The  present  zoning  regulations  have  proved  inadequate  and 
must  be  revised  with  a zoning  map  as  the  state  law  requires.  The  Board 
hopes  to  present  the  town  with  by-law  changes  at  the  February  1990 
Town  Meeting. 

Meetings  are  held  in  the  New  Town  Office  Building  on  the  second 
and  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  Plans  for  approval 
may  be  submitted  at  this  time  but  approval  will  be  done  by  the  majority 
of  the  Board  present.  Anyone  interested  is  invited  to  attend.

ANNUAL  REPORT  — 1989 


I hereby  submit  my  Thirteenth  Annual  Report  to  the  citizens  of 
Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  School  District.  The  School  Committee 
representing  the  District  is  comprised  of  the  following  people: 


The  1989  school  year  at  Bristol-Plymouth  was  another  successful 
one.  This  success  was  due  to  a great  extent  from  the  support  of  the  city 
and  towns  which  represent  the  district.  The  school  operated  with  a 
total  of  760  students. 

Forty-eight  percent  of  the  Senior  class  participated  in  the 
cooperative  program  at  the  school  and  ninety-three  percent  of  our 
graduates  were  placed  in  a job  situation  at  the  conclusion  of  their 
educational  requirements. 

The  school  continues  to  receive  extensive  support  from  the  Division  of 
Occupational  Education  and  the  total  budget  was  reduced  by  $3,390,451 
from  money  received  from  the  State  reimbursement.  This  has  been  of 
great  value  in  maintaining  the  high  standards  of  the  school. 

Bristol-Plymouth  was  notified  by  the  National  Institute  for 
Automotive  Service  Excellence  and  Dr.  David  Cronin,  Commissioner 
of  Occupational  Education,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  that 
the  Automotive  Technical  Shop  was  the  first  school  shop  in  the 
Commonwealth  to  be  certified  in  all  eight  areas.  This  tremendous 
accomplishment  is  a reflection  of  the  high  quality  of  teaching  which 
takes  place  at  Bristol-Plymouth. 

In  1989  Bristol-Plymouth  was  evaluated  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.  and  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  Department  of  Occupational  Education  and  both 
evaluated  programs  were  highly  successful  and  indicated  the  high 
degree  of  student  learning  at  the  school. 

I am  grateful  to  the  citizens  of  the  city  and  towns  for  their  support  of  our 
school  which  has  made  these  evaluations  successful.  The  parents  of  Bristol- 
Plymouth  students  should  be  recognized  for  their  untiring  efforts  and 
cooperation  in  supporting  the  progress  of  the  school.  They,  the  members 
of  the  Advisory  Board,  School  Committee,  and  interested  citizens  of  the 
community  make  Bristol-Plymouth  an  outstanding  vocational  high  school 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
Annual  Report  Fiscal  Year  — 1989 

The  Finance  Committee  serves  the  citizens  of  Berkley  on  an 
advisory  basis.  It  is  the  committee’s  responsibility  to  review  all 
budgets,  special  articles  and  referenda  that  have  a financial  impact  on 
the  town  and  advise  the  voters  accordingly.  In  addition  the  Finance 
Committee  controls  the  Reserve  Account  which  is  set  up  to  provide 
for  extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures.  The  committee  consists 
of  nine  members  appointed  to  rotating  three  year  terms. 


The  committee  voted  to  use  sub-committees  to  review  departmental 
budgets  this  year.  We  think  that  this  will  enable  us  to  use  our  time 
more  efficiently.  We  also  voted  to  request  a Five-Year  Capital  Budget 
from  each  Department  in  order  to  better  plan  for  future  years. 


The  major  issue  facing  the  Committee  this  year  is  the  state  budget 
crisis  and  its  effect  on  local  aid.  The  town  needs  accurate  estimates  of 
revenues  to  set  its  budget.  When  the  amount  of  aid  is  set  after  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  then  local  Officials  have  little  control  over  the 
budget  process.  While  these  circumstances  make  it  difficult  for 
everyone,  we  can  make  adjustments  to  get  us  through  these  times  until 
we  start  getting  reliable  estimates  again. 


The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  thank  all  the  department 
heads  and  other  town  employees  who  have  helped  us  during  the  year. 
We  have  had  very  good  cooperation  and  appreciate  the  assistance  that 
we  have  received.

A final  topographical  survey  shall  be  required  to  finalize 
operating  fees  before  bond  is  released  on  a closed  operation.

Report  of  The  Historical  Commission: 


Marion  Braley  Stetson  has  been  a member  of  the  Historical 
Commission  for  fifteen  years  and  during  that  period  has  contributed 
significant  information  about  Berkley’s  past.  She  was  born  88  years 
ago,  daughter  of  Silas  Braley,  a Selectman  for  many  years,  and  has 
lived  in  the  Myricks  area  all  her  life.  During  that  time  she  has  witnessed 
dramatic  changes  in  and  around  the  railroad  center  of  Myricks. 
Because  of  her  vast  knowledge,  she  has  many  requests  for 
genealogical,  historical  and  railroad  information  from  all  parts  of  the 
country.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  Marion  for  her  generous  contributions. 

Poplar  Valley,  a Berkley  landmark,  situated  on  the  north  side  of 
Elm  Street  is  being  destroyed  by  land  development.  The  mystique  of 
the  Valley  has  been  a Berkley  Folk  Tale  for  generations  and  the 
bubbling  spring  at  the  Valley’s  bottom  is  lost  forever.  In  the  future, 
Berkley  landmarks  should  be  carefully  researched  and  preserved. 

The  Hathaway  Family  of  America  will  hold  its  90th  reunion  in 
Bristol  County  in  June  1990.  Descendants  from  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  England  will  gather  to  honor  their  ancestor  John 
Hathaway,  who  came  to  Berkley  in  1658  and  settled  at  the  Farms, 
located  at  Berkley  and  Point  Streets.  Hathaway  pride  in  their  Berkley 
origin  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  John  Hathaway’s  11th  generation 
descendants  still  hold  title  to  certain  parcels  of  the  original  Farms.  The 
Fox  cemetery  on  Bayview  Avenue  will  also  be  visited  by  the  Family 
members  during  their  reunion.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Hathaway 
name  has  never  been  honored  in  Berkley  either  as  a street  or  a develop- 
ment. This  oversight  is  long  overdue.

We  were  fortunate  to  have  not  had  any  major  problems  this  year 
and  will  continue  to  render  the  best  service  possible.

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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  BERKLEY 
FROM  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND 
ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 


The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District  continued  to  serve  the  Town  of  Berkley  in  1989.  SRPEDD 
(pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a locally  run  regional  agency  serving  southeastern 
Massachusetts  dealing  with  issues  being  faced  by  each  city  and  town  in 
the  region.  In  the  past  year,  representatives  of  Berkley  serving  on  the 
SRPEDD  Commission  were  John  Holland,  representing  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  Byron  Holmes  for  the  Planning  Board. 

Some  of  the  district’s  more  significant  acomplishments  in  1989  were: 

• Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
(TIP)  and  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
which  set  regional  priorities  on  federal  and  state  grants  for 
transportation  and  economic  development  projects. 

• Completion  of  a regional  groundwater  (aquifer)  project, 
including  a map  of  the  region’s  aquifers  and  a protection  plan  for 
these  important  resources. 

• Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED) 
Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for 
expansion.  In  1989,  SEED  approved  loans  to  21  small  businesses 
in  the  amount  of  $3.57  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to 
create  295  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  investment  of  over  $12 
million  from  private  sources. 

• SRPEDD  continued  to  provide  the  planning  services  for  the  two 
regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA. 

• SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  develop- 
ment projects  in  the  region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful 
impacts  will  be  addressed.  This  year,  we  reviewed  sixty-one  such 
projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  issues. 

• Seventy-six  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to 
insure  consistency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

• SRPEDD  conducts  a district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and 
maintains  a computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for 
the  period  1980  through  1989  throughout  the  region. 
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• SRPEDD  maintains  a computer  based  Accident  Filing  System  for 
eleven  communities  in  the  region.  The  service  provides  for  rapid 
and  accurate  retrieval  of  detailed  traffic  accident  information  and 
is  useful  in  identifying  high  hazard  locations. 

• A study  and  zoning  by-law  for  accessory  apartments  was  prepared 
and  distributed. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  Town  of  Berkley  in  1990.

The  total  income  from  these  permits  was  $3,187  of  which  the 
inspectors  received  $3,027,  leaving  a balance  of  $160  for  the  town  for 
printing  and  mailing  costs. 

All  inspections  were  carried  out  without  incidents  or  complaints. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Health  appointed  Gerald  Anctil  as  associate 
Plumbing  Inspector  to  provide  coverage  when  I am  not  available.  I 
feel  that  they  made  a good  choice. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  John  Fernandes  and 
the  Board  of  Health  for  raising  the  plumbing  permit  fees  to  be  more 
equitable  with  those  in  the  area  towns  and  for  the  cooperation  they 
have  provided  in  assisting  me  in  doing  my  job. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Building  Inspector,  Frank  Wallace, 
who  works  diligently  with  all  the  inspectors  to  maintain  quality 
construction  in  the  town.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  The  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Berkley  Council  On  Aging  was  established  by  vote  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  on  March  8,  1973,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  carry  out  programs  designed  to  meet  the  problems 
and  needs  of  the  elderly  in  Berkley,  and  in  cooperation  with  the 
programs  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Elderly  Affairs  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

We  have  continued  to  sponsor  the  following  programs: 

1.  One  Free  flu  shot  clinic. 

2.  Ten  full  days  Health  Counseling  Sessions  once  a month  except 
July  and  August.  A nurse  from  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  checks  blood  pressure,  urine  for  diabetes, 
weights,  and  answers  any  health  questions.  The  health  sessions 
are  held  from  9 a.m.  to  2 p.m.  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the 
month  at  the  Senior  Center,  93  Myricks  Street. 

3.  Continue  to  provide  and  distribute  Senior  Identification  Cards. 

4.  Participation  with  the  Bristol  Elder  Services,  Inc.  bringing  home 
care  to  the  elderly,  such  services  include  homemaking,  chore 
services,  medical  transportation  for  chronic  and  long-term 
medical  problems  and  legal  services.  Meals  on  Wheels  is  also 
supplied  when  needed. 

5.  Continue  to  help  individual  seniors  with  special  needs,  when 
requests  are  made. 

6.  Berkley  Library  supplies  the  Senior  Center  with  a good  selection  of 
books  that  are  considered  interesting  for  the  elderly.  These  books 
may  be  borrowed  at  any  time  when  the  Senior  Center  is  open. 

7.  The  Berkley  Happy  Senior  Club  meets  on  Monday  at  1:30  p.m.  at 
the  Senior  Center,  weather  permitting.  The  Berkley  Historical 
Society  also  meet  at  the  Senior  Center. 

8.  We  are  continuing  to  sponsor  the  Federal  Surplus  Food  program 
monthly,  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month  from  9:00  a.m.  to 
2:00  p.m.  We  are  also  members  of  the  Rhode  Island  Food  Bank 
and  we  purchase  other  commodities  to  supplement  the  Federal 
Surplus  Food  Program.  We  have  been  averaging  service  to 
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approximately  one  hundred  families  and  individuals.  All 
recipients  must  meet  the  gross  income  requirements  under  the 
current  fuel  assistance  program  and  other  low  income  programs. 

9.  Again  this  year  the  Senior  Center  was  open  for  those 
participating  in  the  fuel  assistance  program  to  sign  up  without 
having  to  go  out  of  town.  The  Center  was  open  on  scheduled 
dates  and  assistance  was  given  to  all  who  requested  it. 

10.  We  are  represented  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Advisory 
Council  of  the  Bristol  Elder  Services,  Inc. 

1 1 . Each  year  the  Council  on  Aging  holds  a catered  luncheon  with 
entertainment  open  to  all  Berkley  Seniors.  This  year  the 
luncheon  was  held  at  the  Senior  Center.  Check  with  the  Council 
for  1990’s  date  and  place  if  you  would  like  to  attend. 

12.  A Christmas  shopping  trip  to  Emerald  Mall  was  held  in 
December  for  all  seniors. 

13.  Regretfully  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  Isabelle  Baptiste  from 
the  Council  on  Aging.  Mrs.  Lena  Gouveia  was  appointed  by  the 
selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Department  for  the  turkey 
dinner  which  they  sponsored  for  the  Berkley  seniors.  It  was  well 
attended  and  deeply  appreciated. 

We  would  also  like  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Raymond  Rose  and  his  men  of  the  Highway  Department.  It  is  their 
cooperation  that  aids  us  in  our  food  distribution  program.  Also  a 
special  thanks  to  Mr.  Robert  Harmon  of  the  Civil  Defense  Depart- 
ment for  his  work  on  the  food  program.  Without  their  help  it  would 
be  very  difficult  for  us  to  sponsor  this  program.  We  offer  our  thanks 
and  appreciation  to  all  those  who  assist  the  seniors  of  Berkley.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1989 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  Fire  Chief,  I submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1989. 

Although  Berkley  has  had  a fire  department  for  a number  of  years, 
organization  years  ago  followed  our  old  seven  districts  by  appointing  a 
town  Forest  Warden  and  deputies  in  each  of  the  seven  districts.  This  type 
of  organization  helped  the  town  to  receive  help  from  the  state  for  forest 
fire  suppression.  This  monetary  help  purchased  many  shovels,  brooms, 
pump  cans  and  forestry  hose.  Houses  and  major  buildings,  once  fully 
involved  with  fire,  were  normally  a total  loss. 

In  the  middle  forties,  when  our  men  returned  from  World  War  II 
and  military  surplus  became  available,  a group  organized  to  form  a 
formal  fire  department  in  town.  Much  work  was  done,  but  in  the  end, 
town  politics  helped  to  doom  the  project.  However,  a truck  was 
purchased,  equipped  and  put  into  service  and  this  system  held  together 
loosely  till  early  in  the  fifties,  when  a new  attempt  was  begun  to  form 
and  equip  a fire  department. 

This  project  had  the  full  support  of  the  townspeople  and  politicians 
and  land  was  purchased  and  a new  station  was  built.  Then  an 
underwriters-approved  pumping  engine  was  purchased.  The  station  was 
completed  in  1953  and  delivery  of  the  pumper,  Engine  1,  was  early  in  the 
spring  of  1954. 

With  the  appointment  of  Garland  Templeton  as  Chief,  (he  was  a 
retired  Navy  Chief  Petty  Officer,  30  years)  began  the  years  of  building 
a formal  department.  Then  came  the  building  of  Station  2 on  Grove 
Street  and  the  delivery  of  a second  approved  pumper.  Tank  trucks 
were  added  and  replaced  over  the  years  as  well  as  an  additional 
pumper  and  an  Ambulance. 

Today  we  have  a good  strong  fleet  of  equipment  and  although  it 
needs  steady  maintenance,  with  the  addition  of  a new  pumper  soon, 
(to  replace  20  year  old  Engine  3)  we  are  able  to  meet  most  of  the  needs 
of  the  community. 

Through  the  years  we  have  experienced  a change  in  the  work 
force  and  available  manpower  in  town  during  the  day.  Back  in  the 
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forties  and  fifties,  Berkley  had  a good  many  self-employed  men 
available  all  day  to  assist  in  fire  suppression.  During  the  fifties  and 
sixties  a sharp  decrease  was  experienced,  and  at  that  time  the  Chief 
was  appointed  to  full  time  to  be  available  during  the  day.  During  the 
seventies  and  eighties,  first  one  man,  then  two  men  were  added  to 
assist  the  call  department  during  the  day. 

At  this  same  time,  many  changes  started  to  take  place,  Berkley 
started  to  grow.  Demands  on  the  department  for  inspections  as  well  as 
our  desire  to  encourage  fire  prevention,  our  full-time  men  were 
encouraged  to  train  and  take  on  some  of  this  added  work  load  to  free 
the  Chief  from  many  of  these  tasks.  This  transition  is  ongoing  and  the 
department  is  constantly  expanding  and  improving  our  expertise. 

Many  State  Laws  have  been  added  and  altered  so  the  town  now 
has  the  responsibility  to  regulate  as  well  as  investigate  and  be  responsi- 
ble for  all  incidents  that  occur  in  town.  Continued  education  and 
awareness  is  a must. 

Our  call  people,  the  backbone  of  our  department,  now  boasts  40 
firefighters  and  we  still  need  a few  more  good  people.  The  Call 
Department  is  organized  under  four  Lieutenants  heading  four 
companies,  two  at  each  Station.  Also,  four  Senior  Officers  assist  the 
Chief  in  the  direction  of  the  four  companies.  All  personnel  in  the 
department  now  have  radio  pagers  and  can  be  contacted  by  our 
dispatch  center  to  aid  in  fast  response. 

Through  the  years  our  direction  has  changed  from  Fire  only  to  a 
Fire/Rescue  position,  as  our  Ambulance  and  rescue  equipment  is  called 
upon  more  and  more.  In  my  mind,  Berkley  Fire  Rescue  more  adequately 
defines  what  we  do,  and  all  department  members  are  encouraged  to 
become  EMT’s  (Emergency  Medical  Technicians).  At  this  time,  call 
people  are  not  required  to  be  EMT’s  but  all  full  time  members  of  this 
department  are  required  to  be  certified.  All  members  of  the  department 
are  required  to  pass  a First-Responders  First-Aid  course,  as  well  as  be 
certified  in  CPR. 

At  Town  Meeting  spring  of  1989,  the  townspeople  voted  that  all 
firefighters  must  be  protected  by  NFPA  (National  Fire  Protection 
Association)  approved  clothing  during  firefighting  operations.  To  this 
end  we  will  continue  to  be  dedicated.  The  cost  per  firefighter  is 
approximately  $500.00,  but  the  Firefighters  Association  purchased  the 
helmets  saving  the  town  $100.00  per  person.  A few  more  years  of 
appropriations  to  this  account  will  bring  us  into  compliance. 

Last  but  not  least,  our  stations  are  in  desperate  need  of  enlargement. 
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Both  stations  are  inadequate  for  today’s  engines  and  equipment.  This 
issue  must  be  addressed  very  soon.  With  your  help,  an  addition  to 
Station  1 this  year  will  be  a step  in  the  right  direction. 

James  R.  Barrow,  Fire  Chief  for  18  years,  retired  September  18, 
1989  and  we  in  the  department  wish  him  good  health  in  the  years  to 
come.  Senior  Deputy  Alfred  Townley  was  named  acting  Chief  and 
appointed  Chief  on  November  3,  1989.  Both  Chief  Barrow  and  myself 
wish  to  thank  the  members  of  Police,  Highway  and  Communications 
Departments  as  well  as  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Firefighters 
Association  for  all  their  help  and  support  thru  the  year.

On  June  30,  1989,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
completed  thirty  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol 
County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to 
reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The 
Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending 
fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  — To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only 
on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  — To  reduce  the  emergence  of 
adult  mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  — To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain- 
filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  — To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to 
their  type  and  number  — a program  necessary  in  encephalitis 
surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine 
what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  — A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and 
construct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce 
their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to 
use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the 
people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the 
biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using 
three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to 
insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to 
reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment 
are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a yearly  basis. 
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The  1989  mosquito  season  began  in  early  spring  when  mosquito 
larvae  began  to  appear  in  large  numbers  throughout  the  county.  Heavy 
rains  during  the  end  of  the  1988  mosquito  season  and  throughout  the 
entire  1989  season  created  excellent  breeding  areas.  This  situation  made 
the  1989  season  one  that  would  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  worst 
mosquito  infested  seasons  on  record. 

The  calls  for  service  during  this  year  were  double  that  of  any  previous 
year  since  the  Project  began  30  years  ago.  Sometimes  during  this  year  it 
was  hard  to  know  who  was  winning,  the  mosquitoes  or  our  spraying 
efforts,  but  as  no  mosquito  related  health  problems  existed,  it  appeared 
we  did  accomplish  our  goal.  It  is  impossible  to  totally  control  all  of  the 
mosquitoes  in  all  areas  but  if  they  can  be  kept  at  tolerable  levels  without 
an  outbreak  of  any  mosquito  related  diseases  then  we  feel  we  have 
provided  a worthwhile  service. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular 
spraying  of  known  infested  areas  for  a total  of  1,876.6  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a total  of  262  catch  basins  that 
were  found  to  be  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall  and  winter 
months  brush  was  cut  from  ditches. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Berkley  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving 
them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a question  as  to  what 
might  be  done  to  relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is 
water  management  work,  treatment  of  a breeding  site,  or  just  having  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

In  making  my  visits  as  Inspector  of  Buildings  during  this  past  year,  I 
have  found  most  construction  work  to  be  satisfactory  and  meeting 
with  the  regulations  of  town  bylaws  and  the  minimum  standards  as  set 
forth  by  the  Massachusetts  Building  Code  Commission.  All  work 
found  not  to  be  in  accordance  with  minimum  standards  has  since  been 
corrected  and  all  builders  are  currently  complying  with  standards  of 
acceptance. 

Records  have  been  maintained  and  can  be  considered  accurate  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge  through  December  31,  1989.  A monthly 
report  of  building  permits  issued  has  been  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

In  an  attempt  to  provide  inspection  services  without  increasing  the 
cost  of  the  building  department  to  the  taxpayer,  Berkley  residents 
should  become  aware  of  the  following  information: 
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A.  Allow  a minimum  of  three  days  notice  when  requesting  inspections. 
Experienced  contractors  and  builders  usually  allow  5-7  days  so 
they  will  not  be  delayed  in  their  work  because  appointment  times 
have  already  been  scheduled  for  others. 

B.  Allow  a minimum  of  two  weeks  for  the  processing  of  all  building 
permit  applications.  Federal  and  State  agencies  are  requiring 
more  time  consuming  review  for  compliance  with  regulatory 
statutes  for  the  protection  of  the  consumer. 

C.  A simplified  version  of  state  and  local  building  code  requirements 
for  new  homes  is  available  to  residents  of  the  town  and  other 
interested  parties  at  a nominal  cost.  This  version  is  not  intended  to 
be  complete,  but  only  to  indicate  basic  requirements  and  general 
procedures  necessary  to  follow  when  applying  for  and  receiving 
building  permits. 

D.  Regular  office  hours  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  are  held  in  the 
Town  Office  Building  on  a schedule  which  is  posted  with  the 
Town  Clerk  and  the  Office  of  the  Selectmen,  and  is  published  in 
the  newspaper  from  time  to  time  when  varying  conditions  require 
it.  Other  appointments  may  be  arranged  at  mutual  convenience  by 
calling  822-9603  and  leaving  a message  with  the  answering  service 
provided  at  that  number. 

Once  again,  I would  like  to  thank  the  various  boards  and 
individuals  for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this 
office,  especially  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Health,  the 
Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  Constable  Fred  Bopp.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BERKLEY 
ARTS  LOTTERY  COUNCIL  — 1989 


The  Berkley  Arts  Lottery  Council  met  twice  in  1989  to  distribute 
monies  granted  to  us  by  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  April  10,  1989  at  the  Berkley 
Community  School  for  distribution  of  $1,452.00.  The  state  allotted 
the  Council  $1,052.00  and  $400  was  held  over  from  a previous  cycle. 
By  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council,  $53.00  was  noted  for 
administrative  funds,  leaving  a total  of  $1,399.00  to  be  awarded. 

Committee  members  present  were  as  follows:  Patrice  Capuano  and 
Pamela  Whitehouse  (Co-Chairpersons),  Jacqueline  Mosher,  Kathleen 
Chester,  Bernard  Desautels,  Heather  Dropps,  Marjorie  Ghilarducci, 
Gregory  O’Brien,  and  Margaret  Robertson. 

Grants  awarded  were  as  follows:  Berkley  Celebrations  Committee,  Bell 
Ringers  on  the  Common  ($200),  Very  Special  Arts,  Traveling  Student 
Arts  Show  ($50),  Great  Woods  Educational  Forum,  Summer  Program 
($50),  Berkley  PTO  Enrichment,  Performances  of  Ben  Franklin  - Len 
Cabral  “Storyteller”  - New  England  Touring  Theatre  ($1,092).  Seven 
($7)  was  heldover  for  the  next  cycle. 

Our  PASS  (Performing  Art  Student  Series)  allotment  for  this  cycle  was 
$250  plus  $105  heldover  from  the  last  cycle.  By  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Council  $13  was  held  for  administrative  funds,  leaving  a total  of  $342  for 
disbursement.  The  PASS  grant  awarded  was  $263  for  Performances  at 
the  Zeiterion  Theatre.  A balance  of  $79  was  held  over  for  the  next 
funding  cycle.

Total  amount  disbursed 
was  $1,625.00  with  $2.00  heldover  for  the  next  cycle. 

PASS  funds  for  this  cycle  were  $299.00  plus  $79.00  heldover  from  the 
last  cycle  for  a total  of  $378.00.  By  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council  $15 
was  held  for  administrative  funds  leaving  a total  of  $363.00  to  be 
awarded.  A grant  awarded  to  PTO  Enrichment  for  a Jay  O’Callahan 
performance  was  $263.00  leaving  $100  to  be  heldover  for  the  next  cycle.

I wish  to  commend  them  and  also  thank  them  for  their  cooperation 
throughout  the  year.  Their  task  is  not  easy  as  each  new  incident 
presents  a new  problem.  The  dispatchers  do  a good  job. 

We  try  to  maintain  an  accurate  listing  of  names,  addresses  and 
phone  numbers  of  residents  which  helps  us  to  serve  the  Community 
more  efficiently.  We  ask  for  your  assistance  in  this  endeavor.

We  are  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  Town  Office  Building  has  been 
occupied  since  April  of  1989  and  is  operating  smoothly.  It  is  the  first 
time  in  many  years  that  all  Officers  of  General  Government  have  been 
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under  one  roof.  The  Selectmen’s  Office  is  open  Tuesday  through 
Friday  from  9:30  a.m.  to  2:30  p.m.  Our  regular  meetings  are  held  on 
Thursday  evenings  at  7:00  p.m.  Again,  we  are  in  need  of  volunteers  to 
serve  on  Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees.  If  you  are  interested, 
please  contact  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lanord,  or  any 
Selectman.  Our  telephone  number  is  (508)  824-6794. 

During  1989,  Fire  Chief  James  Barrow  retired  after  serving  the  Town 
in  that  position  for  over  seventeen  years.  This  Board,  on  behalf  of  the 
Town,  wishes  him  well  in  his  retirement.  Alfred  T.  Townley,  III,  who  was 
the  Senior  Deputy  Chief,  has  been  appointed  to  replace  Chief  Barrow. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  was  sorry  to  see  Selectman  Warren  P. 
Sylvia  resign  this  year.  He  was  doing  a fine  job.  The  Board  wishes  him 
well  in  his  future  endeavors. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Town  is  on  the  bleak  side  due  to  the 
serious  financial  condition  of  the  Commonwealth.  We  will  be  able  to 
complete  FY90  without  any  serious  reduction  of  services.  However, 
this  is  going  to  deplete  our  reserves.  Late  payments  from  the 
Commonwealth  have  caused  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  considerable 
amounts  in  order  to  have  cash  available  for  the  normal  operation  of 
the  Town.  This  has  also  cost  the  Town  additional  interest  expense. 

This  Board  hired  the  firm  of  Milot  and  Company  to  audit  the  Town 
financial  records  for  FY88  as  required  by  Massachusetts  General  Law 
every  three  years.  A copy  of  the  Management  Report  is  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  report.  Copies  of  the  complete  audit  are  available  for 
inspection  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  and  the  Selectmen’s  Office 
during  normal  business  hours. 

This  Board  has  continued  to  work  with  the  Board  of  Health  to  try 
and  solve  our  solid  waste  disposal  problem.  Hopefully,  a new  contract 
that  includes  recycling  will  be  in  place  this  summer. 

In  the  Spring  of  1989,  this  Board  reviewed  our  liability,  building  and 
vehicles  insurance  coverages  and  costs.  We  are  pleased  to  announce  that 
after  soliciting  several  proposals,  we  were  able  to  improve  our  coverage 
for  approximately  the  same  premium  as  the  previous  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  Town  Officials  and  Citizens  for  their 
support  and  cooperation  during  1989.

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BERKLEY  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1989  Annual  Report 


I am  pleased  to  report  the  Police  Department  has  had  a productive 
year.  As  the  accompanying  statistical  report  shows,  the  number  of 
house  breaks  is  down.  The  number  of  Police  calls  has  risen,  however. 
This  is  due  largely  to  the  continued  growth  of  the  town.  A large 
percentage  of  these  calls  necessitate  a response  by  a police  officer. 

Although  the  town  has  continued  to  grow,  unfortunately,  the 
police  department  has  not.  With  difficulty  we  have  maintained  our 
twenty-four  hour  coverage.  Due  to  the  state’s  cutback  in  monies  for 
the  Police  Training  Academies,  we  have  not  been  able  to  fill  one  of 
our  full-time  positions.  Therefore,  we  are  using  our  part-time  reserve 
officers  to  fill  shifts  where  needed. 

The  rapid  growth  rate  in  our  town  clearly  demonstrates  that 
serious  consideration  be  given  to  planning  a public  safety  building  in 
order  to  meet  our  expanded  needs  in  handling  the  investigations  and 
the  increased  activity  in  a full-time  department. 

We  are  still  operating  from  the  trailer  and  we  are  fast  outgrowing 
this  overcrowded  facility.  It  is  questionable  how  long  it  will  be  until 
the  Federal  Government  mandates  the  town  to  establish  its  own  Public 
Safety  Building  with  our  own  lock-ups.  Presently,  our  subjects  in 
custody  are  still  held  in  Taunton  or  wherever  there  is  available  space. 

We  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  Fire  Department  and  the 
Highway  Department.  This  ensures  continuity  in  assisting  in  town 
projects  and  programs. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  dedicated  dispatchers  in  the 
Communication  Center.  They  handle  many  calls  per  day  in  an 
efficient  and  professional  manner.  I am  grateful  to  each  one. 

My  sincere  appreciation  to  all  our  Police  Officers,  full-time  and 
part-time  Reserve  Officers  as  well  as  Auxiliary  Officers  for  a job  well 
done  this  past  year. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  Town 
Officials  who  have  cooperated  with  the  Police  Department.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

A year  has  passed  and  the  Highway  Department  finally  enjoyed  a 
full  year  of  working  together.  Thankful  for  only  a few  breakdowns 
and  no  personal  injuries,  this  Department  has  run  smoothly. 

The  Padelford  Street  project  has  been  steadily  improving.  Using 
only  Town  money,  instead  of  Chapter  90  State  Aid,  has  cut  costs  in 
half.  The  second  phase  will  start  in  May  and  this  project  will  be  close 
to  being  finished. 

The  Myricks  Street  project  will  hopefully  be  started  in  the  Spring, 
too.  Waiting  for  one  permit  to  cross  state  property  has  slowed  this 
project  for  over  one  year. 

Berkley  Street  was  started  and  shimming  was  completed.  Due  to  the 
steady  run  of  trucks  over  this  section  of  roadway,  the  finish  was  held  up 
to  make  sure  of  compaction.  Top  surfacing  will  continue  when  warm 
weather  appears.  Looks  like  we  are  going  to  have  a very  busy  Spring. 

The  Common  Care  became  a reality  due  to  the  Leach  Fund.  This 
gift  was  used  to  lime  and  fertilize  the  Common  which  hasn’t  been 
done  since  I can  remember.  Trees  being  planted,  railing  installed, 
fencing  painted,  and  parking  lots  stoned.  All  show  an  improvement. 
Then  came  the  planting  of  flowers,  which  everyone  enjoyed.  Finally 
people  are  using  this  space  for  recreation  instead  of  a parking  lot.  It 
took  twenty  years  of  negligence  to  destroy  the  Common.  It  will  take 
more  than  one  year  to  bring  back  nature.  Each  year  we  will  put  back 
something  towards  the  future.  Remember,  the  Common  is  one  of 
Berkley’s  last  undeveloped  pieces  of  town  land. 

Every  year  the  Highway  Department  does  winter  projects  to  keep 
our  minds  off  snow.  Building  a truck,  or  changing  a motor  on  a loader 
was  great  to  keep  us  busy.  This  year  we  started  building  a Highway 
garage.  This  building  is  one  hundred  feet  long  and  forty-five  feet 
wide.  This  is  being  completely  built  by  Highway  workers.  We  couldn’t 
wait  to  get  the  roof  on,  but  then  came  the  Thanksgiving  snow.  Wasn’t 
that  a nice  surprise!  Then  every  week  since  it  snowed  little  storms.  Just 
enough  to  make  things  dangerous.  The  garage  is  eighty  percent 
complete  and  work  will  continue  on  it  in  our  spare  time. 

Someone  finally  pulled  the  plug  on  Berkley.  The  rains  came  and 
everything  went  down  the  drain  with  it.  Construction  slowed  to  a 
dribble  and  unsold  homes  became  a common  sight.  Massachusetts 
became  an  unsolved  mystery  and  finally  people  are  taking  a good  look 
at  where  their  taxes  are  going.  Berkley  will  survive,  but  everyone  will 
have  to  accept  that  the  gravy  train  is  over.  Over  the  years,  I have 
spoken  out  about  watching  if  things  became  unpayable.  Berkley  has 
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seen  harder  times,  but  most  of  those  residents  are  no  longer  living  in 
Berkley.  Next  year  will  make  or  break  the  financial  state  of  Berkley. 
One  thing  Berkley  residents  must  do  before  asking  for  the  “I  wants” 
is  to  ask  who  is  going  to  pay  for  it.  There  is  no  other  way  to  pay  for 
services  other  than  taxes.  We  are  now  at  the  breaking  point  for  town 
taxpayers  to  empty  their  pockets.  Let’s  think  before  spending  money 
we  do  not  have. 

In  closing,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  voting  me 
‘‘Citizen  of  the  Year”.  It’s  great  to  feel  that  someone  appreciates  what 
I also  do  for  the  town  as  a whole.

Any  work  done  within  100  feet  of  a wetland  (Resource  Area)  requires 
a determination  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
applies  to  that  area  and  to  the  proposed  work.  A written  Request  of 
Determination  or  the  filing  of  a Notice  of  Intent  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Conservation  Commission  together  with  plans  showing  the  existing 
characteristics  of  the  area  and  the  extent  of  the  work  to  be  done. 

The  relevant  forms  are  available  at  the  meeting  nights  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  which  are  the  first  and  third  Thursday 
evenings  of  the  month,  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Berkley  Town  Offices.

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

This  year  and  as  in  the  past  two  years,  the  town  of  Berkley  has 
witnessed  unprecedented  new  growth.  In  the  calendar  year  of  1987, 
the  new  growth  was  $15,574,000;  1988  was  $16,241,800;  and  the 
estimated  1989  new  growth  is  $8,000,000.  What  does  the  above 
mentioned  new  growth  mean  to  the  taxpayer?  It  means  that  total 
revenues  from  taxes  has  increased  the  tax  collections  by  $430,405.  All 
of  the  new  growth  mentioned  has  increased  the  total  value  of  the  town 
of  Berkley  to  an  estimated  value  of  $265,000,000. 

To  better  understand  how  tax  rates  are  set,  you  the  voter,  vote  to 
appropriate  “X”  number  of  dollars  to  the  amount  that  is  determined 
under  the  laws  of  Proposition  2Vi  that  is  calculated  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors.  That  is  known  as  the  legal  levy  limit.  The  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  is  then  divided  by  the  total  value  of  the  town  of 
Berkley,  to  determine  the  tax  rate. 

Because  of  the  cost,  the  tax  rolls  will  not  be  published  in  the  Annual 
Town  Report,  but  copies  of  the  tax  rolls  will  be  available  in  the  follow- 
ing town  offices:  Board  of  Selectmen,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk  and 
The  Board  of  Assessors. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  and  time  consuming  tasks  is  the  processing 
of  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  which  originate  from  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles.  If  there  is  a problem  with  your  bill,  please  contact  (by 
person,  mail  or  phone)  the  Board  of  Assessors’  office.  Office  hours 
are  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  noon  and  every  Thursday  evening  from  6:30  to 
8:00  p.m. 

Remember,  in  order  to  receive  any  abatement  (refund)  whether  it  is 
real  estate  or  motor  vehicle,  an  abatement  request  must  be  signed  and 
dated  in  a legal  timely  fashion.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Kindergarten  Registration 

1.  To  enter  Kindergarten,  a child  must  be  five  years  of  age  on  or 
before  August  31  of  the  year  of  entry. 

2.  A Birth  Certificate  must  be  presented  at  registration. 

3.  A doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diptheria, 
pertussis,  tetanus,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless  exempted 
for  medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  registration. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massachusetts 
Health  Form  by  the  child’s  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  arranged  for  a 
hearing  and  vision  test;  a developmental  and  a speech  and 
language  screening. 

Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  a doctor’s  certificate  is  necessary  only  for 
communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by  the  school. 

2.  No  grade  6-8  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to  school 
unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically  stating  the 
name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given,  the  student’s 
diagnosis,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medication  during  school 
hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be  accompanied  by  a signed  and 
dated  note  from  the  parent  requesting  the  administration  of  the 
medication.  A final  check  with  the  physician  may  be  made  by  the 
school  nurse.  Parents  are  requested  to  drop  off  medications  (for 
safety  reasons)  for  those  students  in  grades  K-5. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of  the  parent. 
Only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide  transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  annually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades  four  and  eight. 

Pediculosis  Policy 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  committee  to  send  pupils  home  from 

school  for  treatment  if  they  are  found  to  have  pediculosis. 
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A pupil  who  has  pediculosis  shall  be  sent  home  from  school  by  the 
Principal  or  his/her  designee.  Parents  are  responsible  for  transportation. 
Readmission  to  school  is  subject  to  approval  by  the  school  nurse.  If 
pediculosis  is  discovered  in  a pupil  on  three  occasions,  the  fourth 
incidence  will  require  a certificate  from  a physician. 

School  Notes 

When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he/she  is  expected  to  bring  a 
written  excuse  from  his/her  parents  explaining  the  absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school  day  should  be 
made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent.

A pupil  will 
be  placed  on  probation  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Principal  the 
student’s  behavior  has  been  unacceptable.  A pupil  shall  lose  his/her 
privilege  of  riding  on  the  bus  for  deliberate  vandalism,  serious 
infractions  or  repeated  lesser  infractions  which  affect  the  safety  of  the 
driver  and  other  youngsters  on  the  bus.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

1 herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during 
the  1989  calendar  year. 

The  new  and  renovated  building,  the  Berkley  Community  School,  is 
still  the  headline!  January  saw  a substantially  complete  building. 
March  19,  1989,  a Grand  Open  House  was  held  and  the  Library  was 
dedicated  and  named  for  Damon  Clegg,  a distinguished  Berkley  citizen 
and  major  supporter  of  the  Berkley  Citizens’  Scholarship  Fund.  The 
Gymnasium  was  dedicated  and  named  in  honor  of  Edward  G.  Canuel, 
retiring  Principal  of  the  Berkley  Schools.  A group  of  fine  volunteers  had 
installed  the  Kindergarten  play  area  equipment  by  this  time. 

The  School  Committee  released  the  Canuel  Primary  School 
building  to  the  selectmen  and  returned  the  full  use  of  the  Old  Town 
Hall  back  to  them  as  of  March. 

Landscaping,  asphalt  and  “punch  list”  work  continued  throughout 
the  year.  As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  the  education  of  our  students 
continued  in  strong  fashion  because  of  the  dedication,  flexibility,  hard 
work  and  commitment  of  the  staff  led  during  the  first  half  of  the  year 
by  Mr.  Edward  G.  Canuel  and  the  second  half  by  Ms.  Sherry  A. 
Medeiros,  two  very  capable  Principals.  Mr.  Canuel  retired  in  August, 
and  we  still  miss  his  strong,  steady  knowledge  and  leadership. 
Ms.  Medeiros  was  appointed  in  March  and  began  her  duties  in  July  as 
Principal.  She  has  a long  history  of  teaching  and  administration  in 
Berkley  and  has  transitioned  well  to  her  new  role. 

The  administrative  organization  of  the  Berkley  Community  School 
beginning  this  school  year  includes  five  (5)  Department  Heads  and  a 
curriculum  leader  in  Social  Studies.  The  vice-principal  position  was 
not  continued.  As  Superintendent,  I believe  we  are  seeing  a successful 
administration  of  the  school,  experiencing  team  work,  teacher 
empowerment,  great  morale,  good  will  and  “extra  effort”. 

You  have  a fine  staff  working  for  you  and  the  students  here  in 
Berkley! 

On  September  18,  1989,  the  Berkley  Community  School  enrollment 
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reached  600.  That  is  the  number  that  the  new  renovated  school  was 
planned  to  house.  Yes,  we  can  serve  more  students;  but  there  are 
problems.  One  grade  is  larger  than  average  and  soon  may  not  fit  in  its 
allocated  three  rooms.  Storage  space  and  remedial  rooms  are  scarce. 

The  School  Committee  has  determined  that  additional  space  will  be 
needed  no  later  than  1995. 

Other  historic  events  of  1989  include  the  graduation  of  the  first  eighth 
grade  class  from  the  Berkley  Community  School  on  June  11,  1989. 

Also,  in  June  the  Youth  Opportunities  Unlimited  Alternative 
School  on  South  Main  Street  received  the  approval  of  the  School 
Committee  as  a private  school  serving  special  needs  students. 

In  July,  the  Berkley  School  Committee  traveled  to  Gosnold  to  meet 
jointly  with  the  Gosnold  School  Committee  as  Superintendency  Union 
#37.  This  is  the  first  time  the  Union  #37  meeting  was  ever  held  in  the 
Town  of  Gosnold  on  Cuttyhunk  Island.  Mr.  Robert  McLeod  of  Berkley 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Ann  Wilder  of  Gosnold,  Secretary. 

A strong,  committed  educational  leader,  Mr.  Francis  Boudreault, 
Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  with  22  years  of  service,  resigned 
effective  September  21,  1989,  as  he  assumed  his  role  as  a Berkley 
Selectman.  Mr.  Boudreault  served  with  the  best  interest  of  students, 
parents,  staff,  and  taxpayers  in  mind.  I personally  thank  him  for  his 
support  during  my  earliest  days  as  Superintendent. 

Mr.  Robert  McLeod  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee 
on  October  10,  1989.  Monica  Francisco  was  appointed  by  a joint  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  School  Committee  on  October  12, 
1989  to  fill  the  vacant  school  committee  seat  through  to  May,  1990. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  Accreditation 
process  including  self-evaluation  completed  over  the  previous  two 
years  and  a Visiting  Team  evaluation  completed  this  fall  resulted  in 
the  receipt  of  a ten  (10)  year  accreditation  for  the  Berkley  Community 
School,  received  December  8,  1989. 

We  all  want  excellent  educational  programs  for  our  children. 
Paying  for  good,  adequate,  appropriate,  maximum  feasible  education 
programs  is  a major  problem!  Berkley’s  cost  per  pupil  is  well  below 
the  state  average.  We  were  reported  in  1987-88  to  be  one  of  the  lowest 
three  communities  in  the  State,  yet  efforts  to  improve  are  hard  when 
funds  are  short.  Currently,  we  do  not  have  enough  money  to  finance 
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a librarian,  home  economics,  industrial  arts  teacher,  counselor  or  four 
(4)  classroom  teachers  as  needed.  Town  Meeting  has  not  funded  the 
School  Department’s  (elected  school  committee)  requests  for  some 
years.  Other  children  in  the  state  have  more  than  twice  as  much  money 
spent  on  their  education  than  your  children  have.  The  financial 
problems  are  not  Berkley’s  alone  to  solve  but  also  belong  to  our  State 
Government. 

We  all,  but  especially  the  students,  are  most  fortunate  to  have  so 
many  people  volunteering  their  time,  efforts,  items,  and  finances  to 
assist  in  making  the  programs  in  our  school  the  best  they  can  be.  This 
year  we  have  received  a computer  and  printer,  flags,  holiday  lights, 
tires,  trees,  mulch,  railroad  ties,  paper,  pencils,  video  tapes,  paintings, 
drawings,  landscaping,  designs,  labor,  party  goods,  refreshments, 
books,  computer  up-dates  and  repairs,  the  whole  enrichment 
program,  the  whole  student  activities  program,  and  much  more! 
Thank  you  to  everyone!

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  for  calendar  year  1989. 

The  year  1989  opened  with  our  new  building,  the  Berkley 
Community  School,  being  “substantially  complete’  * and  all 
Kindergarten  through  grade  eight  students  attending  together  for  the 
first  time  on  January  27,  1989. 

The  contractor,  Tocci  Building  Corporation,  was  to  have  been 
finished  by  February  14,  1989  and  the  architect,  Earl  R.  Flansburgh  & 
Associates’  contract  ended  March  20,  1989.  BUT,  all  outside  grounds 
work  was  not  complete  and  it  was  “cost  loaded’’  to  be  completed  in 
the  spring  ($85,000  worth).  Also,  retainage  of  approximately  $181,000 
was  held  against  major  “punch  list  items’’  still  to  be  completed. 
Furniture  and  equipment,  signage  and  graphics,  storage  completion 
and  renovation,  water  supply,  and  many  details  also  remained. 

Throughout  the  year  the  shortage  of  funds  was  very  evident  and  the 
committee  worked  hard  to  stay  within  the  project  budget. 

Early  in  February  the  architect’s  representative  in  charge  of  the  fur- 
niture and  equipment  planning  and  purchases  left  and  the  contract  was 
left  to  be  completed  by  the  School  Superintendent.  The  library  furniture 
was  involved  in  a major  truck  accident  and  had  to  be  remanufactured. 
The  signage  and  graphics  was  found  to  be  too  expensive  to  continue 
under  the  architect’s  contract  and  a subcommittee  of  Kimberly  Jones, 
Marilee  Rose,  Mary  Kimball,  Mark  Macdonald  and  the  Superintendent 
have  taken  the  leadership  and  provided  some  of  the  labor  as  well.  Mr. 
David  Rose  made  a major,  much  appreciated,  donation  of  art  work. 

It  was  also  February  that  saw  the  Project  Representative,  Mr.  Les 
Davis,  (clerk  of  the  works)  job  come  to  an  end  here  and  Mr.  Earl 
Kincaid,  Architect  with  Flansburgh  & Associates  that  was  assigned  to 
our  building  project  left  for  Maine.  The  job  of  watching  the  details 
and  managing  the  punch  list  and  spring  work  fell  to  Mr.  Macdonald, 
Head  of  Building  and  Grounds  and  the  Superintendent. 

Plans  for  a separate  storage  building  were  laid  aside  because  design 
and  cost  estimates  were  way  too  high.  Therefore,  a renovation  of  the 
“old  chair  storage  room’’  by  school  employees  was  to  be  done  over 
the  summer  and  it  was  accomplished. 

Water  odor  was  a problem.  The  new  tank  had  to  be  drained  and  re- 
cured (treated  to  dry  it)  and  the  problem  was  solved. 

A grand  OPEN  HOUSE  was  held  March  19,  1989.  The  Edward  G. 
Canuel  Gymnasium  and  the  Damon  Clegg  Library  were  dedicated. 

Major  driveway  and  asphalt  problems  were  solved  by  redesign, 
negotiation,  and  diligence.  All  ended  with  an  excellent  paving  result. 
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All  other  spring  work  and  punch  list  work  proceeded  slowly.  Grading, 
landscaping,  seeding,  and  planting  were  not  completed  during  the 
spring  season.  During  the  summer  the  landscape  subcontractor  left  the 
job  and  the  rough  grade  subcontractor  also  left.  The  weeds  grew  all 
summer!  By  the  end  of  August,  one  new  subcontractor,  Foye  and 
Letendre,  were  hired  to  complete  all  grading,  seeding,  and  planting 
work.  All  was  not  complete  by  winter,  however;  thus  repair,  feeding, 
and  care  work  remain  for  the  spring  of  1990. 

May  saw  the  Berkley  Lions  install  railroad  ties  and  mulch  along  the 
front  of  the  school  - Great  Job! 

In  June,  the  eighth  grade  class  of  1990  lead  by  their  parents  and 
assisted  by  Adam  Latham  and  school  staffers  provided  the  materials, 
design  and  labor  to  landscape  around  the  school  sign.  Very  nice! 

During  all  of  this,  Ray  Francisco,  Building  Committee  Chairman, 
suffered  a heart  attack.  Fortunately  Ray  came  through  well  and  was 
able  to  be  back  serving  you  again  on  this  project. 

During  the  fall  and  through  December,  we  have  been  finishing  the 
hardware  concerns,  chasing  Gym  and  Kindergarten  leaks,  challenging 
punch  list  and  warrantee  items. 

We  received  a citation  on  our  wells.  We  appealed  and  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection  defaulted.  We  have  safe  water.  D.E.P.  was 
involved  all  along  the  way  on  well  installation.  Kurz  Associates,  Inc. 
assures  us  compliance.  We  are  continuing  to  work  with  all  concerned  for 
an  appropriate,  safe,  and  cost  effective  conclusion. 

It  is  evident  as  the  project  comes  to  an  end  that  in  order  to  meet  the 
cost  estimates,  many  equipment  items  can  not  be  purchased,  that  there 
are  significant  storage  space  problems,  and  air  conditioning  for  both 
offices  is  needed.  A joint  meeting  of  the  Building  Committee  and 
School  Committee  agreed  to  bring  a request  to  the  Selectmen  and 
Finance  Committee  and  the  town  for  $56,000  for  the  above  needs. 

Again  this  year,  we  thank  all  school  staff  and  students  for  their 
patience  and  assistance  during  these  inconvenient  times. 

I mentioned  last  year  that  a final  financial  report  would  most  likely 
be  ready  by  this  report.  It  is  not.  However,  it  will  be  by  next  year  with 
the  project  audited  by  the  State  as  well.
